A panic may produced
by loss; may fail; we may have a cotton
famine; public security may be shaken, and the
result of that may be 4 fall'in the funds; any or
all of these causes may produce the failure of
private houses, which, as they accumulate and
spread upwards shake the larger irms, and end
by stoppiog them. 8o again, the necessity for
exportng great quantities of bullion in order to
pay forelen labilities imprudently incurred mny
weaken the resources of the bank, and 8o put &
stoppage on eredit and prodoce a panic. ' The

‘L here have been no losses to account for it.

t-nphai and experienoe, 18 one of the safest wayvs
ol making money that can be imagined, and one
by wh.cb the members of the old firm had at one
time accumulnted fabulous weslth.

Unluckily, however, tor th mselyes and the
public, they tock to advancing monev in immense
Sums to finance compantes, and similar bodles,
on securities which could not possibly be con-
verted into money for many months, perhinps
even for years, In order to enable them to do
this, large numbers of bankers and other P
tons deposited with them thelr surplus cnib,
which could be eatled in either on demand or ut
very short notice, and we have repson to believe
thai when they stopped payment their position
might have been represented not very ineorrectly
by the iollowing figures:—They had capltal of
£1L,000,000, They had deposity which were un-
secured, and for which, accordingly, they were
immediately liable. of £38,500,000.  They had
algo £6,000,000 of deposits lor which the deposis
tors beld secmdiles. They had less than halr
mill'on of approved bills ‘or other securitios in
their bands, on wmel money could be advancpd
by any prudent comoany,

What their cinims upon thelr own debtops
REre we do not pretend to kuow.  The shares of
the company, a8 every one knows, were at ten
premivm not long stnee, but by some ol thosoe
fluctuations, and it may be by some of thase in-
gemous manauvres which flourish on the Stock
Exchange, they began to fafl some time uwo,
When the tatl had once set in it had a tendengy
10 increase, as the gharcholders did not under-
stand it, and did undersiand the immense liabill-
ties which 1hey had incurred. As the shares
fell, the depositors with the house beeame
alarmed, and locked up all their fonds in seeu.
ritics which were for practical purposes: ingon-
vertible; the resnlt was cheir stoppage. Thev
applicd. as every one knows, 0 the Hank of
Eousland tor ass'stunce, and it might, parhnaps,
be =uggested 1het in order to avold a Zrent
calamity the bank mieght perhaps have mu le a
special eflort to sustain them

W beheve, however, that the suggestion that
anything that ought to have been done was not
done, would be entirely untroe nnd unjust, and
that the managers of the bank have only done
what prudence positively requived them ‘to do,
The avmluble securities which Overend, Gurney
& Uo. had to offer, amounted, as we have reason
to belleve, to less than halt & million: and, as
their immediate liabilities were seven times ps
much, 1t was manilestly impossible to keep
them on their legs, The whole history of Qve-
rend, Gurney & Co.’s failure may be given in a
very lew words, 1heir way ol doine business
was to lend tor long terms, snd at enormous in-
terest, money whica tney had borrowed from
otliers for short termg, and at lower iuterest, So
long as the lowns for suort terms were forth-
coming, ley no d mbt mnde great orofits, but
85 goon as they were withdrawn, ruin was in-
evitable,

It iz easy to see how a oatastrophe of this sort
worke round upon others, The bankers who
were known to have made deposits with Overend,
Gurney & Co. to a large awount, were of conrse
stipposed to be themselves in danger, and hence
came a run upon them. They in thelr turn
have had to apﬂly in some instances for assist-
unce to the Bank of Ensland, and though that
msgistance has been most Iiborully glven—we
believe that the number of bills disconnted yes-
terday wus greater than had ever been known
betore —1hie Bank Charter sct prevented a cep-
tuin Timit of accommodation trom bemng passad.
We are not smongat those who deny the sound-
ness of the principle on which that enactment
rests, nor should we be disposed to advocate he
suspension of ftir the panie had arisen from
other circumeianoes,

Weighty arguments, which it is not necegaary
to diecuse on the present oeCustion, may be
broucht 1o ghow that when & panic is caused,
either by loss ur by improvident purchases in
foreign conntrics, which have to be paid for in
gold, the suspension of the Bank Charter act in-
creases, in the long ron, the evils which it was
intended to diminish, and tends to reproduce
them in au aggravated lorm at a later perlod;
but however this may be, 1he case at pre<ent is
different. There is no loss, and no drain of zold,
and the securities woich the bankers who re-
Qquire agsislance are prepaved to ofler, are per-
fectly good, Tt would be mere pradery to mam-
tain a regulation intended to meet quite s ditfer-
ent state of things when the result of doing =o
would be to prevent a banker whose solvency
s unvoubrea from #clling Consols in order to
meet o run which he would be perfectiy able to
mevt 1t Le could sell them, We are glad that
tlis view of the case has been takan by the Goy-
emment, and toat steps bave been taken o
enable the bank 1o exceed the limits imposed
upon it by the Bauk Charter act in fwvor of
those who have undoubled security to offer,
The bank, ol course, could not, with due rezard
w ifs own Interests, or to those ol the public,
bolster up really insolvent concerns, but it is
highly important that they should be enabled
to eive assistance to those who are ready and
willing to purchase it by a proper consideration.

Haid by the Yueatan Indians— They Set

Their Prisoners’ Ransom ag §10,000—

Excitement at Balize,

Berize, British Honduras, May 4.—A courter
arrived in town on the mornlog of the 2d witl
the Intelligence that the Indinns from Yoneatan
had crossed the Rio Hondo, and at'scked the
gangs of mahogany cuttera on the Rio Brara—
8 tribulary of the Hondo—and taken the fore-
man, his mmily, and all of his hands prisoners,
Two men who resisted were instantly killed,
and the others bound, after which they robbed
the bank of all the provisions, goods, clothing,
tools, ete., and then went over the Hondo to
the Mexican side, taking with them gll the

Junder and the prisoners, for whose release
bey demand $10,000. This sum is now being
made up, and will be sent immediately,

The property on which this outrage was com-
mitted is ¢lalmed by the British Honduras Com-
pany (limited), and I under the management
of John Hodge, formerly of the firm ol Hyde,
Hodge & Co., of London, who Is doing all he
can to obtain the release of the captives,

The Indisns are now aud for several years past
have been at war with the Yueatans, and up to
this time they have successtully withstood wull
the eofforts of the Mexicans to subdue them.
They have been entircly dependent on thls
colony for their arms, ammunition, and e¢lith-
ing, which have been treely suoplied them, even
in the fuce of the Queen's proclamation to the
contrary; and it may be the party who now sul-
fors bas had his shars in supplying them with
the means to rob his gang, steal his hands, and
bring him into trouble, it tssupposed that they
number over one hundred, and should they have
visited any of the other gangs in that vicinity

THE PRESBYTERIANS,

Froccedings of the O1d School and New
Sonool Gemernl Assembilles.

87, Lovig, Muy 24,—The proceedings of the
01d 8chool Asscmbly to-day consistaed mainly of
the roading of the report of the committen on
the Loufsville Preshytery case. The report
reviews the declaration and testimony put forlh
by that body, and considers it an evidence of
organized conepiracy againgt the Church, and
concludes with & serles of resolutions which
declare the Presbytery of Louisville dissolved.
A new Presbytery is to be constituted, to be
called by the same name and to occupy the
same territory, and have the care of the same
churches: the gaid Presbytary to be composed
of 80 many ministers and elders as shall sab-
se1ibe to the disapproval of the declarstion and
testiruony, and obey the General Assembiy. Al
ministers of the late Louisville Presbytery who
tomnot apply for admission to the new Presby-
tery, and subscribe fo the above dizsapiravul
within two months from its organization, their
pastoral relations with the churches under the
cire o1 this Assembly sball be dissolved.

The As-cmbly 0l gclaiws any intention or dis.
posihion to disturb existing relations of the
churches, ralimg eldors, or private members,
but rather o protect them in the enjoyment of
their rights and privileges in the churches,
Their choice of these would reduce them
into an abandonment of the heritage of their
Inthers,

Dr, E. P. Humphrey offered a substitute,
strongly condemning the decluration and testi-
mony, and urging the Loulsville Presbytery to
forbear further agitation of the subject, and to
retiirn to Its loyalty to the Chureh, sud report
(0 the next General Assembly ia action in the
premises, sald action to be then decided upon
by the Asscmbly.

At the evening session Dr. Thomns made &
long speech in favor of the report ot the com
wittee. The Louisville Commissioners declined
an invitation by the Assembly to detend the
action of their Presbytery.
